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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/10/05 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. It is noted that 
applicant raises the arguments addressed here for the first time. 
They were not raised before the action was made final. 

Applicant argued essentially that Verthein does not teach 
and applicant did not admit as prior art the limitation ''the 
management card including at least one user interface for 
receiving network address from a user". The statement as a 
whole is true. However, applicant also did not state that the 
admitted prior does not have a user interface for receiving 
network address from a user. 

The admitted prior art manually assigns IP address to a 
host processor card by transmission over RS232 interface. 
Hence, the admitted prior art system inherently has a user 
interface for receiving IP address from the user in order to 
manually assign IP address to the host processor card. Verthein 
teaches the advantage of a general purpose computing cards on a 
chassis for performing management functions (col. 3 lines 3-8). 
Verthein teaches to send sending access and control (i.e. 
managing information) via the internal chassis bus (col. 2 lines 
55-62) . Hence the combination of the admitted prior art and 
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Verthein teaching would have had a user interface of the 
admitted prior art running on the general purpose computer card 
of Verthein and transmission of manually assigned IP address to 
the card over the internal chassis bus instead of the RS232 
interface . 

Regarding the limitation of transmitting of configuration 
information and commands over the bus, Verthein teaches the 
providing access and control of the cards in the chassis via the 
chassis bus (col. 2 lines 55-62) . Access and control is a 
management function. Hence, the sending of configuration 
information and commands would have been obvious from the 
teaching of Verthein.
